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SERVING OUR COMMUNITY

The ongoing COVID-19 pandemic was not the only challenge our community faced last
year; we also had another disastrous fire season fueled by climate change and record-
breaking drought. From helping constituents navigate federal bureaucracies to
securing disaster relief and passing legislation through Congress, the work my
team undertook last year was of vital importance to the communities we serve.
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Local businesses were hit hard
by the pandemic and economic
fallout. For many, our work with
President Biden and Vice
President Kamala Harris to pass
the American Rescue Plan,
was a lifeline that brought
billions in economic relief to
small businesses across the
country. Communities in
California have received over $5
billion from the Restaurant
Revitalization Fund and
billions more through
the Shuttered Venues Operator Grant. And we're working to
invest more with the Build Back Better Agenda, so that no one
is left behind.

COVID-19 also exacerbated the childcare crisis facing too
many working families. Caregivers were forced to choose
between taking care of their kids and paying bills—driving
workers, especially women, out of the workplace.

Thankfully the American Rescue Plan included expansion of
Child Tax Credit payments, putting money in the pockets of
struggling parents to pay for child care, groceries, and more so
they can go back to work and fuel our economic recovery
while building better lives for their families. In my district
alone, this program provided $152.9 million in tax cuts to
support the needs of over 103,000 children.

The firefighters and first responders who put their lives on the
line for the safety of our communities deserve our gratitude
and appreciation more than ever. That's why, in addition to
requesting and receiving a major disaster declaration to get
relief for the wildfires that hit our region last year, | joined

Senator Alex Padilla in
introducing two bills to
redesign the federal
government’'s response
to wildfires and provide
additional resources to
better support
firefighters and ensure
equity for communities
experiencing natural
disasters.

to guard communities against wildfires, provide local jobs, and permanently
protect many of northwest CA's spectacular wild places and pristine streams.

West Coast & North Pacific Ocean Protection Acts

to permanently protect these places from the dangers of offshore oil
drilling. These bills were incorporated into the Build Back Better Act.

TAKING CLIMATE ACTION

The end of 2021 was flurry of big legislative wins that will make a difference in peoples’ lives.
President Biden signed the bipartisan Infrastructure Investment and Jobs Act into law and the
House passed the Build Back Better Act, teeing up transformational investments for families
across the U.S. and historic climate action. | was honored to play a role in shaping, negotiating,
and passing these bills. The infrastructure bill includes a community wildfire resiliency program |
proposed in the last Congress with then-Senator Kamala Harris, elements of a western water
and drought resiliency bill | have been working on for several years, and portions of the
transportation infrastructure bill | helped pass out of committee and through the House last
year. The transformative Build Back Better Act contains even more of my legislative initiatives -
from electrifying the postal fleet, to ending fossil fuel drilling offshore and in the Arctic
National Wildlife Refuge, to investments for Tribes in public health and safety, climate
adaptation, and more. While this bill is still pending in the Senate, | remain hopeful that it will
pass early in 2022, This will be a great victory for the American people and for future
generations who deserve a livable planet and an economy that works for everyone.

In November, | joined Speaker Nancy Pelosi and
other congressional leaders at the international
climate summit, COP26, in Glasgow. We met
with global leaders and climate stakeholders,
supported the Biden administration in its
negotiations, and urged the global community
to join us in making this the decade of action,
not just ideas, in confronting the climate crisis.
We continue to face many political obstacles to
bold climate action in the United States, but my
House colleagues and | passed bold and historic
bills last year and we are determined to
overcome these challenges. The imperative of
the climate crisis demands nothing less.

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The Community Project Funding process allowed local partners to give
recommendations on what the federal budget should prioritize. The projects we put
forward address some of the most pressing needs facing our region - from climate
resilience and increased affordable housing to critical infrastructure
improvements and disaster preparedness - and | will keep pushing during
negotiations with the Senate on the appropriations bills to get our community the

funding it needs to build back better, stronger, and more resilient.
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DEFENDING OUR DEMOCRACY

As we continue working to deliver results through legislation, it's also clear there is a dire need to
defend the democracy we sometimes take for granted.

The January 6th attack on the U.S. Capitol was one of the darkest days in our nation’s history. It is
vitally important to unearth all of the facts surrounding the planning and execution of this violent
insurrection. That's why | supported a bipartisan bill to create an independent 9/11-style
commission to investigate the matter and make findings and recommendations to Congress. When
most of our Republican colleagues decided to oppose the creation of an independent commission, |
then supported the establishment of a bipartisan House Select Committee to do this critical work.
That committee is now working diligently to complete a comprehensive investigation and report that
will help us prevent another attack on our democracy and hold accountable those who planned,
participated in, or incited the January 6th debacle.

In many ways, the past few years has revealed how fragile democracy is. We can no longer rely on
norms and values like truth and decency to hold our democratic institutions together - we must
codify safeguards in ways many of us would previously have considered unnecessary. That's why |
joined Rep. Adam Schiff in co-sponsoring the Protecting Our Democracy Act: to prevent future
abuses of power, strengthen checks and balances, and protect our elections. Democrats are
committed to restoring Americans’ trust in government, and | am pleased to report this bill passed
out of the House.

Last but certainly not least, our democracy is being threatened by a new wave of attacks on voting
rights in many parts of the country. Last summer, | voted to pass the John Lewis Voting Rights
Advancement Act, named after my late colleague, friend, and civil rights hero. This bill would
restore and protect the fundamental right to vote so all citizens can participate in our democracy.
There is much more that should be done to ensure election integrity and voting rights, but this bill is
the very least we must do.
